The Washington correspondent of
the New York Sun says: “There is
much apprehension among army of-
ficers stationed at the War Depart
ment that another negro may be ap
pointed to West Point. Recalling
previous trouble, the prospect of the
cadet corps being again distinguish-
ed by a black face 18 not at all pleas
ant. George H. White, a colored
member of Congress from North
Caroliva, has been notified that he
will have a vacancy at the Military
Academy by the graduation of a ca
det from his district, June, 1898,
but, as the law provides that candi
dates must be designated one year in
advance, White must name his boy
before the end of May  The anthor-
ities are fearful that he will follow

GREEKS AND TURKS BOTH REPORT
V.GTORIES,

The ‘War Being D’ :shed in Every
Quarter==Tur:. s Di:.ve Greeks Over
the Border, and Occupy Severa)
Villages.

ARTA, April 21.—The ninth reg-
iment of the Greek army advanced
this morning across the Aractos
river, the boundary line, and attack-
ed a line of small Turkish forts in
the forest and carried three by gal-
lant bayonet charges.

The village of Neochoris was
strongly defended by Albanians.
Forty-five held one house when it
was stormed by Greeks and refused
to surrender All but one died
fighting valiantly.

Two hundred Greek cavalrymen
sconred the open plain and came
within a hundred yards of the Turk-
ish village, when Ali Bey®with a
strong cavalry force, suddenly
appeared, drew up in line in front
of the Greeks, and a long flash of
lightning and clouds of smoke
belched forth. In the face of a
fearful fire, the Greeks withdrew to
the plain of Neochoris,

LOSSES OF TURKISH TROOPS.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 21.—The
Turkish authorities admit that the
losses of the Ottoman troops since
the outbreak has been considerable.

Izzoi Bey, the confidential adviser
of the Sultan, has been disgraced
owing to his opposition to the war,
and hig-action proposing to the Sul-
tan to negotiaite directly with Greece
for the purpose of bringing about a
amicable settlement of matters
among the Greeks and Turks.

While France is protecting the
ireeks and Catholics in the Turkish
Empire, England has undertaken to
protect the orthodox Greeks during
the suspension of diplomatic rela-
tions between Greece and Turkey.
